Cop chief aims 
for hole in one 
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you? Read all about it 
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Council renting 
disabled bays 
out to builders

DISABLED drivers are being blocked 
from parking in a Luton street after 
the council agreed to rent out the 
bays to a construction company. 

Half of the bays available to disa¬ 
bled people in King Street have dis¬ 
appeared as a result of the £500-a 
-month rental agreement, dubbed 
disgusting by disabled drivers. 

There are four parking bays for blue 
badge holders on the road and two 
have been blocked off for construc¬ 
tion workers. 

A disabled driver, who asked not 
want to be named, said: “I think it’s 
disgusting that the council can just 
loan them out to a builders when it is 
stopping disabled people from using 
them. 

“What’s the point of having disa¬ 
bled bays if they are not available for 
disabled people? 

“A construction firm is doing build¬ 
ing work on that road, and the bays 
are being used by their vehicles, and 
they are closed off to disabled people 
with orange barriers.” 

He alleges the bays have been 


blocked off for around six months - 
something the council has refused to 
confirm. 

“It’s stopping the people who need 
them from using them, and the disa¬ 
bled bays are very busy and well 
used,” the driver added. 

“I think it really is disgusting what 
the council are doing.” 

A spokesman for the authority said 
the decision was ‘not taken lightly’ 
but that there was still ‘significant’ 
parking in the area for blue badge 
holders. 

He added: “Following site meetings, 
the council agreed to the use of park¬ 
ing provision in King Street by a 


building company in order to facili¬ 
tate the safe and efficient delivery of 
significant development works in 
this busy town centre location. 

“This includes the partial use of a 
parking place normally reserved for 
blue badge holders specifically for 
deliveries, for which the fee has been 
set at £500 per month. 

“The decision was not taken lightly 
but in the context that we provide 
significant other free-of-charge 
parking in the area for blue badge 
holders.” He added that the vehicle 
pictured was not allowed to park in 
the space and enforcement officers 
have been informed.

A YOUNG woman said to 
have been part of a gang 
that targeted a cannabis 
grower for his drugs and 
money sobbed as she told 
a court how her boyfriend 
appeared from the vic¬ 
tim’s flat with blood on 
his hoodie. 

Atul Shah, 47, is said to 
have been beaten to death 
with a dumbbell at his flat 
in Crescent Road, Luton 


on January 6 this year. 
Corrina Armstrong, 21, 
told Luton Crown Court 
how she and her boyfriend 
Kyle Pitchford-Price and 
two other men had spent 
the night drinking and 
smoking drugs. 

She said she was left 
waiting in a residential 
street by her boyfriend 
and Luke West while they 
went to ‘buy weed’. 

When they returned they 
both had blood on their 
clothes, she said. “I asked

them what had happened 
and they said someone 
had been beaten up,” Miss 


Armstrong said. “He did 
tell me he did tie him up... 
I felt sick.” 

Pitchford-Price, 23, of 
Dovehouse Hill, Luton and 
West, 23, of Abbotts Wood 
Road, Luton plead not 
guilty to murder. 

West pleads guilty to 
manslaughter. 

Miss Armstrong, also of 
Dovehouse Hill, Pitchford- 
Price, Callum Holton, 19, 
of Milton Road, Luton and 
West all plead not guilty to 
conspiracy to rob Mr Shah. 


Pitchford-Price, Holton 
and Armstrong deny con¬ 
spiracy to commit a bur¬ 
glary. Pitchford-Price and 
Armstrong plead guilty to 
conspiracy to do an act 
tending or intended to 
pervert the course of pub¬ 
lic justice. 

Brian Edge, 56, of 
Harthill Drive, Luton was 
cleared of assisting an 
offender but is still on trial 
for doing an act tending or 
intended to pervert the 
course of public justice.

TWO Britain First leaders 
have been banned from 
Luton town centre by a 
High Court injunction. 

Paul Golding, the group’s 
leader, and deputy leader 
Jayda Fransen are both 
banned from entering the 
town centre and Bury Park, 
unless it is to appear in 
court, for the next three 


years. The order, passed 
on Thursday, also bans 
them from directing other 
activists from the group to 
the area, or publishing 
images or films showing 
any member of the group 
inside the exclusion zone. 

It also prevents the pair 
from entering any mosque 
or Islamic cultural centre 


in England and Wales with¬ 
out an invitation. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Mike Colbourne, of 
Bedfordshire Police, said 
the force applied for the 
order after a number of 
incidents where the party 
‘came into areas of Luton 
and caused community 
tensions’.

A SEVEN-YEAR-OLD boy who has 
had more than 20 blood transfusions 
saved the day for a plane full of holi¬ 
daymakers at Luton Airport - when 
his wish to be a superhero came true. 

Felix Stebbings-Mitchell was diag¬ 
nosed with the rare blood disorder 
XLD type 2 last summer and may 
need a bone marrow transplant in 
future to stay healthy. 

He is also on the autistic spectrum 
which has led to a fascination with 
pylons because he likes the shape. 

And thanks to Make A Wish 
Foundation and staff at easyjet, he 
transformed into a pylon-powered 
superhero called Electroman. 

He acted out his costumed alter-ego 
on an adventure on the passenger jet 
and his wish was made into a comic 
strip and film for him to treasure. 

Felix was flown over pylons by a 
National Grid helicopter, before 
clocking a ‘news report’ on his tablet 
of a pilot in need at Luton Airport. 

Flanked by sister Yael, nine, aka 
Sparkgirl, the duo went to the aid of 
pilot Captain Chris Foster. 

Once Felix had inspected the air¬ 
craft and re-energised the electrics, 
the passengers and crew cheered and 
high-fived Electroman and Sparkgirl, 
then set off on holiday while the 
superheroes went on to a special

party which included a 3D pylon 
cake. 

Felix, from London, is being treated 
at Great Ormond Street Hospital.

THREE extremists linked to 
hate preacher Anjem 
Choudary are facing jail for 
encouraging support for 
Islamic State at a Christian 
church hall. 

Mohammed Istiak Alamgir, 
37, Rajib Khan, 38, and Yousaf 
Bashir, 35, held a series of 
meetings at St Margaret’s 
Methodist Church in Luton 
and in a marquee in one of 
their own back gardens. 

They were part of the Luton 
chapter of banned terror 
organisation Al-Muhajiroun, 
led by hate preacher 
Choudary, the Old Bailey 


heard. The trial and convic¬ 
tion of Choudary for inviting 
support for ISIS could not be 
reported until the conclusion 
of the trial of Alamgir, Khan 
and Bashir on Tuesday when 
they were found guilty. 

Their invitation-only gath¬ 
erings in June and July last 
year - the months of Ramadan 
- attracted up to 100 people, 
including very young 
children, and featured 
speeches calling for gay peo¬ 
ple to be thrown off build¬ 
ings. 

One was held on the anni¬ 
versary of the 7/7 bombings. 

The group were infiltrated 
by an undercover officer, 
known only as ‘Kamal’, who 


over 20 months formed a 
close relationship with the 
defendants. 

He visited their homes as 
well as covertly recorded 
private meetings. 

The first speech took place 
at St Margaret’s on June 29 
last year, where Alamgir 
celebrated the year since IS 
declared the caliphate. 

Other speeches were deliv¬ 
ered in a marquee where they 
hung a black banner with 
words picked out in white 
reading ‘Khalifa 2014, dawn 
of a new era’ - believed to 
refer to the date IS announced 
their ‘Caliphate’.

Sex offences rising 
in county’s schools

A CHARITY has called for 
mandatory ‘sexting’ and 
relationship lessons after it 
was revealed reports of sexu¬ 
al offences at schools in 
Bedfordshire have more 
than doubled in four years. 

There have been 21 reports 
of alleged sexual offences in 
the county’s schools since 
2011/12, when four incidents 
were passed on to the police. 

In 2012/13 another four 
offences were reported but 


that number jumped to nine 
in 2014/15. 

The shocking figures were 
revealed after a Freedom of 
Information request to 
Bedfordshire Police by chil¬ 
dren’s charity Plan 
International UK, who say 
schools are failing pupils. 

The charity’s head of girls’ 
rights Kerry Smith said: 
“Quality sex and relation¬ 
ships education helps young 
people to develop healthy 
attitudes towards sex and 
relationships while helping to 
tackle inappropriate and 


aggressive sexual behaviour. 

“Young people need educa¬ 
tion about the realities of life 
and relationships, including 
consent.” 

Incidents included abuse of 
a position of trust of a sexual 
nature, sexual activity with a 
child and sexual assault. 

Nationally, reports of sexual 
offences in schools have more 
than doubled in four years to 
1,955 in 2014/15. 

LoS contacted Bedfordshire 
Police for a comment but we 
did not receive it before our 
deadline.

Airport drop-off 
fees are ‘sky high’

LUTON Airport has been hit 
by criticism for the cost of 
dropping off and picking up 
passengers at the terminal - 
in the same week it came 
second highest in the UK for 
delayed flights. 

Research by the RAC shows 
if you want to be able to leave 
your car to greet someone at 
arrivals, then Luton Airport 
is the most expensive for 
pick-ups - the minimum 


charge is a staggering £7 for 
up to 40 minutes. It also 
ranks joint top with Stansted 
for the price of dropping peo¬ 
ple off at £3 for 10 minutes. 

The fees were slammed by 
the RAC, which said: 
“Motorists need to be aware 
of the sky-high charges.” 

A Luton Airport spokesper¬ 
son said: “The airport offers a 
two hours free parking in the 
long-stay car park and 15 
minutes free in the mid-term 
car park, as well as the paid 
for option for drivers wishing 


to drop off and pick up out¬ 
side the terminal.” 

The airport also faced 
criticism over delays. 

Data from aviation author- 
ites and analysed by the BBC 
showed the average delay 
from January 2015 to March 
this year was 15 minutes, 
only beaten by Gatwick. 

The spokesperson added: 
“The over-riding causes were 
airspace restrictions and 
numerous air traffic control 
strikes across Europe that 
impacted airlines’ schedules.”

How police go

A MARQUEE in a suburban 
back garden and a Methodist 
Church: not places you might 
expect to hear some of the 
most vile hate preaching this 
county has encountered. 

But this week, three men 
described as being the ‘Luton 
arm’ of terror group 
Al-Muhajiroun were found 
guilty of encouraging sup¬ 
port for ISIS after preaching 
to between 70-100 people, 
including young children, at 
a time. 

Mohammed Istiak Alamgir, 
37, Rajib Khan, 38, and Yousaf 
Bashir, 35, held a series of 
meetings at St Margaret’s 
Methodist Church in Luton, 
and in a marquee in one of 
their own gardens. 

You can read the full court 
report on page 7 of this news¬ 
paper. 

Khan is the brother of 
Junead Khan, 25, jailed in 
May for a terrorist plot to kill 
US military personnel out¬ 
side a UK air base, while a 
beheading video was found 
on a mobile phone belonging 
to Alamgir. 

The three extremists, who 
have links to radical Islamist 
preacher Anjem Choudhary, 
were found guilty of encour¬ 
aging support for a pro¬ 





scribed organisation at the 
Old Bailey on Tuesday. 

Their invitation-only gath¬ 
erings in June and July last 
year - the months of 
Ramadan- featured speech¬ 
es calling for gay people to be 
thrown off buildings and 
encouraging audience mem¬ 
bers to travel to Syria. 

Luton on Sunday was invit¬ 
ed to a press briefing at 
Scotland Yard last month, 
but due to the sensitive 
nature of the trial and how it 
linked to another court case 
concerning Choudhary, we 
have not been able to report 
any details until now. 

This week’s verdicts are the 
result of months of work by 


Bedfordshire Police and the 
Met, who used a range of tac¬ 
tics to gather evidence for the 
operation. 

Metropolitan Police 
Commander Dean JJayden 
led the meeting at Scotland 
Yard on July 26, speaking 
about the difficulty of piec¬ 
ing together evidence. 

Cmdr Hayden said: “We 
had to create a timeline to 
show what these people were 
about. 

“We had a guy undercover 
in Luton for 20 months in 
order to get five arrests. 

“Speeches like theirs 
inspire the terrorists of 
tomorrow and I am 
immensely pleased with the

excellent work of my officers 
and Bedfordshire Police, 
which ensured the convic¬ 
tion of these men. 

“That it was used to radical¬ 
ise children is most disturb¬ 
ing and it is particularly 
important that we tackle 
this.” 


Officers had to look back 
across 20 years of evidence of 
evidence to secure convic¬ 
tions. In December 2015, 
officers from Beds Police and 
the Met’s Counter Terrorism 
Command swooped on the 
men at their home addresses. 

They seized over 1,500 


exhibits, including more 
than 270 digital devices. 

From these, they recovered 
over 500 images and videos, 
including: video recordings 
of extremist speeches; pho¬ 
tos of Khan, Alamgir and 
others posing with notorious 
hate preacher Omar Bakri 
Muhammed. 

The conviction of the five 
men has been greeted with 
relief from Muslim commu¬ 
nities across the country. 

Imam Irfan Chishti MBE, 
who has worked in Luton on 
community cohesion initia¬ 
tives said: “This conviction 
demonstrates the influence 
of hateful views together 
with the power they had over 
people by encouraging them 
not to think for themselves. 

“We have to remain vigilant 
of these so-called religious 
figures that look to fill young 
minds with poison.” 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Jeff Hill from the Eastern 
Counter Terrorism 

Intelligence Unit, said: 
“Luton is a fantastic town 
with great diversity and 
strong communities, howev¬ 
er we are aware there are ele¬ 
ments with extreme views 
who prey on the vulnerable.”

“I have seen it in London and I am always 
performing there so I’m trying to bring that sort 
of buzz to Luton.

It’s 
worked in London, so why can’t it work here?” 

It certainly seems to be working, as the X 
Marks the Spot events seemed to prove quite 
popular. 

Now Mighty Poet is hoping that the new

success. 

The show takes place at the Luton Library 
Theatre next Sunday (August 27), with doors 
opening at 7.15pm.

The Beatles left Liverpool for the 
capital in 1963 having just scored 
their first number one hit Please 
Please Me - but the four were so 
fabulous that, besieged by fans, 
they soon became too famous for 
hotels. 

As Beatlemania really kicked 
in at the end of the year, 
manager Brian Epstein 
suggested George and Ringo 
should move into his apartment 
block, and the two bandmates set 
up a bachelor pad in an 
apartment at Whaddon House in 
a small, private street near 
Harrods. 

The block witnessed some 
legendary parties, most 
memorably one star-studded 
bash which saw all four Beatles 
in attendance along with Mick 
Jagger, Keith Richards and Judy 
Garland. The celebrations moved 
to the roof of the building where 
a makeshift ballroom - complete 
with red carpet - was set up in a 
marquee. 

They were robbed in 1964 with 
burglars making off with

B est known as a 

multi-married film 
star with extravagant 
jewellery, Elizabeth 
Taylor was tabloid 
fodder for her seesawing weight 
and battles with addiction. But 
the Oscar-winning actress also 
had a stint as a politician’s wife 
and owner of a huge cattle 
farm. 

Taylor, who died age 79 in 
2011, got hitched to conservative 
politician John Warner after 
her second divorce from 
Richard Burton in 1976; they hit 
it off on a blind date at the 
White House during a visit 
from the Queen and married 
five months later. 

Taylor became a political 
wife, campaigning hard to get 
her husband elected to the 
Senate by attending endless 
charity benefits, shaking 



hundreds of hands, and 
speaking at public functions. “It 
was so boring. That’s why I put 
on so much weight,” she 
confessed. 

The farm reminded her of 
growing up in England and at 


first she was happy at being 
‘put out to pasture as the wife of 
a country squire’, and riding 
horses. However, Taylor decided 
to resume her career in 1982 
and go back to Broadway. They 
were divorced the same year 
and Warner sold the 400-acre 
Atoka Farm in 1994. 

The estate, near Middleburg, 
Virginia, has just been sold 
again for $8.17m. Dating from 
1860, it has five bedrooms on 
three levels with an indoor pool 
and tennis court. 

Its numerous barns are 
thought to have been built by an 
early owner, Joshua Hoge, a 
Quaker who helped get slaves to 
safety after the Civil War.

Take a look inside...

DOES soft-top or hardtop move 
you? Ok, how about a sort of 
between-Brexit model we’ll call 
a Cabrio. DS parent Citroen has 
always taken a walk along the 
wild side with its models and 
styling so the Cabrio is entirely 
natural. 

What’s not natural is a wide 
range which puts other makers 
to shame and means the DS 
3 Cabrio buyer has almost as 
much choice as the DS 3 
hardtop chooser. 

Essentially there are six models 
with petrol or diesel engines 
but only one automatic version 
and priced from about £ 16,300 
to £24,800. Our Prestige sits 
mid-range with its low emissions 
turbo-diesel BlueHDi engine. 

There is a good spread of 
pulling power from the 1,600cc 
engine and so long as you wisely 
use the six gears it moves along 
briskly once you are underway. 

The clutch has a surpris¬ 
ingly long travel but the lever is 
satisfyingly direct, underfoot the 
brakes had strong power but 
lacked as much progressive feel 
as I would like. 

Behind the powered steering 
wheel the DS 3 responded with 
a little deadness but its turning 
circle was good for town and 


country use and it was very 
steady at motorway speed. 

Secondary controls were 
scattered about the fascia and 
some of the dials were not easy 
to read, particularly in bright 
sunlight, which is not what 
you’d expect in a convertible or 
Cabrio. 

A very small boot of just 245 
litres would seriously limit your 
away day adventure so you may 
want to toss everything on the 
back seat and go just two-up. 

I also found myself between 
votes on visibility. The DS was 
not brilliant when the roof was 
in place but dropping it simply 
pushed it all back on top of the 
luggage area and you could see 
even less behind but more to 
the sides. 

The roof retracted electrically 
in stages at the push of a button 
and closed just as easily. 

There is no doubt the Cabrio 
is a comfortable choice for a 
journey, for two anyway, and it’s 
economical yet lively. 

The reality is that the market 
offering four-seater convertibles 
or cabriolets is really very small 
in the UK so any model is very 
welcome and with DS 3 Cabrio 
BlueHDi you have a particularly 
striking and stylish economical 
car which offers some but few 
real compromises.

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Mazda adds extra 6 appeal

IMPROVEMENTS are being made to the Mazda6 as the 
Japanese car maker gives its large saloon and estate car a 
mid-life upgrade. 

A torque vectoring system is being added to give the cars 
more traction, cabin noise levels are being reduced and 
some new technology is coming on board. 

The engine line up, which features Mazda’s fuel-efficient 
SKYACTIV system, remains unchanged with 2.0-Iitre 
petrol and 2.2-litre diesels but changes are being made to 
the diesel to make it more responsive. 

Additional body insulation is also being fitted to make the 
cabin quieter. 


Inside, there’s a new-look steering wheel and the new 
Mazda6 has an updated head-up display using high 
resolution imagery. 

There’s also a new 4.6-inch full colour TFT driver 
information screen and a traffic sign recognition system 
which recognises no entry signs and also gives speed alerts. 
On the safety front, Mazda has replaced the car’s laser 
operated emergency braking system with a forward sensing 
camera set up which widens the speed range for detecting 
other vehicles.

Honda’s Insight into future motoring

THERE are few j oys in negotiating busy morning town traffic, but j ust 
now and again there is a ray of sunshine when you spot a real rarity. 
This happened to me when I found myself waiting next to one of 
the most amazing cars that arrived on British shores at the dawn 
of the 2000s. 

It was a first generation Honda Insight, the initial production 
vehicle to feature Honda’s Integrated Motor Assist hybrid drive. 
With its futuristic looks incorporating spatted-in rear wheels, 
this car was more reminiscent of Thunderbirds than the average 
British driveway and was regarded at first as an automotive oddity. 
But the Insight was a main driver into the field of hybrid driving 
and has become a significant milestone in UK motoring history. 

It featured optimized aerodynamics and a lightweight aluminum 
structure to maximize fuel efficiency and minimize emissions. 

Even as late as 2014 the first generation Insight still ranked as the 
most fuel-efficient United States Environmental Protection Agency 
certified petrol-fuelled vehicle, with a highway rating of 74 mpg 
and combined city/highway rating of 64 mpg. 

The first-generation Insight was only produced as a two-seater 
with initially a single trim level, manual transmission and optional 
air conditioning. 

The only major change during its life span was the introduction 
of a trunk mounted, front controlled, multiple-disc CD changer. 



The electric motor assist gave another 13bhp and a maximum 
of 49 Nm of torque when called on, with the aim to boost 
performance to the level of a typical 1.5-litre petrol engine. 

It also acted as a generator during deceleration and braking to 
recharge the vehicle’s batteries, and as the Insight’s starter motor. 
The Insight was assembled at the Honda factory in Suzuka, Japan. 


In addition to the hybrid drive system, the Insight was small, built With its aluminum body and frame, the Insight was an expensive 
of light materials and streamlined with a drag coefficient of 0.25. car to produce and was never designed for high-volume sales. 
The petrol engine was a three-cylinder unit of 67bhp and utilised Instead, it was designed to be a real world test car for hybrid 
lightweight aluminum, magnesium, and plastic to minimize weight, technology and a gauge to new consumer driving habits. 


IGNIS REIGNITED BY SUZUKI

name for its new compact crossover. 

The new-look Ignis will have its debut next 
month at the Paris Motor Show before 
going on sale next January. 

Like the new Baleno hatchback - which 
Suzuki launched only a few months ago and 
brought back a name it last used almost 


20 years ago - the Ignis will have a hybrid 
powertrain for added economy as well as 
lightweight underpinnings for the body. 

Suzuki will also be revealing a revised version 
of the SX4 S-Cross at the Paris show. 

The facelifted model - which comes with a 
striking new front grille and other styling 
revisions - features 1.0-litre and 1.4-litre 
Boosterjet direct-injection turbo engines that 
replace the existing 1.6 petrol unit. 

The 1.6 DDiS engine will stay in the new 
S-Cross range which will be launched in the 
UK in mid-October. 

The last time Suzuki had an Ignis in its range 
was eight years ago when the name was used 
on a medium-sized hatchback which was on 
sale in Britain from 2003 to 2008. §

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POWER HIKE FOR NEW RANGE ROVERS

THE most powerful Range Rover to date will be going on sale by the end of the year. 

The SVAutobiography Dynamic has a 5.0-litre supercharged V8 engine with 550 horsepower on tap - and a price tag starting at 
£132,800. 

Created by Land Rover’s new Special Vehicle Operations division, the potent Range Rover shares its engine with the Range Rover 
Sport SVR and has a 0 to 60 acceleration time of 5.1 seconds. 

With a revised suspension set up to handle the added power the car sits half-an-inch lower than the standard model. 

It is also fitted with electronic Dynamic Response and Adaptive Dynamics systems to improve body control - and is the first Range 
Rover to feature red brake Brembo calipers. 

High performance styling features include a quad exhaust system and the car is available with a choice of 21 or 22-inch alloys. 

Land Rover is also introducing a 3.0-litre supercharged V6 petrol engine into the new Range Rover line up. Developing 340ps it gives 
the vehicle a 0 to 60 time of 7.1 seconds with emissions of 248g/km equating to 24.6mpg. 

Other revisions for the new Range Rover series include additional driver safety features such as autonomous emergency braking and 
lane departure warning as standard. 

The new line up is priced from £76,350 for the TDV6 diesel - an increase of around £500 over the current model. 



SHARP NEW 130 REVEALED BY HYUNDAI

HYUNDAI has released teaser images of its new i30 
hatchback which is due to have its world premiere prior 
to the Paris Motor Show in September. 

The car, a rival to the Ford Focus, builds on the Korean 
company’s new design theme created by styling chief 
Peter Schreyer and first seen on the larger Tucson SUV. 
Schreyer says the car has been designed with European 
tastes in mind and it will be built at the Hyundai factory 
in the Czech Republic. 

“The new Generation i30 is a car for everybody,” said 
Schreyer, who is now the president and chief design 
officer of Hyundai Motor Group. 

“From a design perspective, we haven’t just considered 
one customer; we have focused on a wide range of 
different people. 

“This model showcases an evolution of Hyundai Motor’s 
design language with natural flowing lines, refined 
surfaces and a sculpted body to create a timeless 
appearance. We are also introducing our further 
developed grille: the Cascading grille.” 

The current i30, which arrived in the UK four years ago, 



has proved to be a popular seller and has helped boost 
Hyundai’s small car range which also includes the ilO 
city car. 

Last year, Hyundai sales grew by more than three per 
cent in Britain and the company is close to selling 
100,000 models a year putting it into the top 10 car 
brands. 

The new model, which will be the third generation i30, 
will be revealed on September 7 in Germany before its 
public debut at the Paris show at the end of the month.

tions - to an extent Andy 
Murray, for certain the likes of 
Max Whitlock and Jason 
Kenny, both history makers in 
Brazil. 

This time last week, a Brit 
had never won Olympic gold 
in gymnastics. Whitlock not 
only put that hoodoo to bed 
by winning on the floor, but 
added the pommel horse title 
for good measure 90 minutes 
later. 

At the same time, only one 
athlete from these isles had 
won three gold medals at an 
Olympiad since 1908 and 
when that said athlete, Sir 
Chris Hoy, claimed Kenny 
could emulate him, I put it 


down to him talking up an old 
mate. 

Perhaps I should have lis¬ 
tened to the now joint-most 
successful British Olympian 
as Kenny moved alongside 
the great Scot on six gold 
medals and one silver. Kenny 
is still only 28. 

Then there were those pre¬ 
vious unknown quantities, at 
least to the wider population, 
who instantly made them¬ 
selves household names, such 
as Joe Clarke, Jack Laugher 
and Chris Mears. 

A really satisfying part of all 
this success is that those who 
sniped in the early days of the 
Games that Great Britain 
were behind the likes of South 
Korea and Thailand in the 
medal table have fallen silent. 

I’m talking about the sort of 
people who seem oddly fond 
of the time when we were 
largely hopeless at these sort 
of events and think old stere¬ 
otypes still apply when it 
comes to ‘plucky Brits’ at the 
Olympics. 


That lot can’t have had any¬ 
thing to talk about for over a 
week now. Oh wait, they have. 
They’re now moaning that 
this country is now spending 
too much money to ensure 
sporting success. 

I appreciate you can never 


please everyone, but that’s 
just being contrary for the 
hell of it. 

Sadly for those who take 
pleasure to see our compatri¬ 
ots succeed on the biggest 
stage, it all comes to an end 
today and our sleeping pat¬ 


terns will be able to return to 
normal after a brilliant cou¬ 
ple of weeks. 

That is until the Paralympics 
open on September 7. As dem¬ 
onstrated in London four 
years ago, they are just awe¬ 
some.

OLLY Lee admitted that Luton were 
‘devastated' after losing 2-1 to 
Stevenage through a 96th minute 
Matt Godden sucker punch. 

The midfielder had smashed the 
Boro bar seconds earlier as Town 
went in the hunt for a winner, but the 
hosts countered with Tom Pett and 
they dished out the Hatters’ first 
defeat of the League Two campaign. 

Cameron McGeehan’s deflected 
shot had give the visitors a 15th 
minute lead and Luton passed their 
Hertfordshire rivals off the park but 
couldn’t kill them off.

The result, Luton’s first ever defeat 
at Broadhall Way, knocked them off 
top spot in the division, but Lee said: 
“It’s one game, it’s still early doors, 
we’re still right up there and we’ve 
got to stay positive. We won’t let one 
defeat get us down. There are going 
to be a lot of ups and downs this 
season and hopefully there are more 
ups than downs.”

LUTON suffered a crushing taste of their own 
medicine as Stevenage’s Matt Godden scored 
a 96th minute winner to end the Hatters’ 
unbeaten start to the League Two campaign. 

It was almost a carbon copy of what the 
Hatters did to Newport in midweek - a sucker 
punch in the same minute with same score 
inflicted by the same number of players - 10, 
after substitute Tom Conlon limped off with a 
ligament injury in the 90th minute. 

It meant Town’s first ever defeat at Broadhall 
Way and they only have themselves to blame 
for missing a glut of chances. 

They took the lead through a deflected 
Cameron McGeehan shot on 15 minutes but 
they failed to turn the screw to cap some 
fantastic play. 

Still, there was little sense that the game 
would end as it did when, for 53 minutes, 
Luton looked a cut above, while Boro seemed 
incapable of anything but capitulation. 

That all changed early in the second half 
once lapse marking gifted Connor Hunte an 
equaliser. 

And then, in a blood-and-thunder local derby 
ending, Boro twice battered Luton’s bar and 
Oily Lee smashed Stevenage’s only for the 
hosts to race straight up the other end and 
deliver the killer blow. 

It knocked the Hatters off the top of the table, 
dropping to third, but it had all been so 
different in the beginning. 

The Hatters had lift-off with their first shot at 


goal - even if it was courtesy of a deflected 
McGeehan shot. It was the midfielder’s fourth 
of the season and third in two games and 
everything pointed to a comfortable 
afternoon, even more so once Luton began to 
turn on the style, passing their way through 
Stevenage in calculating fashion. 

Danny Hylton was at the heart of the 
equation but something didn’t add up as he 
squandered Town’s best chances. 


Before that, he, somewhat fortuitously, set up 
Jordan Cook who saw a curling effort just 
evade the far post, but then, having picked up 
his customary yellow card - when he stood in 
front of keeper Jamie Jones, who kicked the 
ball straight at his backside - the striker then 
passed up a glorious chance to hand the 
Hatters a comfortable half time lead. Jack 
Marriott measured up a stunning reverse pass 
through-ball to his strike partner but, one-on- 


one with Jones, he lifted his chance wide of the 
top corner. 

That miss proved costly early in the second 
half when Godden’s deep cross found Hunte at 
the back post and it was honours even. 

Half chances came and went for Marriott and 
Stevenage’s Jake Hyde before Hylton failed to 
get a boot to Cook’s precision dink over Boro’s 
backline. 

Forced, increasingly, to play on the counter, 
Stephen O’Donnell almost scored a stunner 
when he detonated a cross-cum-shot off the 
crossbar, while McGeehan’s follow-up was 
blocked and Cook’s drive was straight down 
the throat of Jones. 

Jones was equal to an effort from substitute 
Pelly-Ruddock Mpanzu and a rather more 
searing shot from Hylton after some fantastic 
footwork. 

But the hosts also smelt blood and Tom Pett 
had Christian Walton scrambling across his 
goal line unnecessarily before a Ben Kennedy 
screamer slammed off the Luton bar but didn’t 
cross the line. The woodwork would have still 
been rattling when Fraser Franks wobbled it 
again with a looping a header. 

To their credit, Luton went for glory and they 
looked like they’d have to settle for a draw 
when Lee hit the woodwork, but the ball 
rebounded, Dan Potts and O’Donnell collided 
and Pett scampered off to set up Godden for 
the late, late sickener.
